$73.09" "interest” from tin- bookmakers. He was 
especially successful in backing some of James It. 
Koem-’s horses in England and is said to have won 
*7 <h».ihhi in one season, only to return it all to the 
bookmakers during the succeeding years. When 
"I.ucky” Baldwin's Volatile won the American 
Derby in 1885 Walton is said to have wou in excess 
of $40. otto on tin- result. In 1894. after a disas- 
trous experience in Hie hotel business. In* made all 
assignment, giving liis liabilities as $240,000 and liis 
assets at $.'!t)O.0O0. That was the beginning of the 
end of liis meteoric career. At one time he figured 
as an owner of race horses.
